IN CANADA IN OCT. 


Toronto, Canada, Nov. 23.—Octo- 
ber new passenger and commercial 
| car sales in eastern Canada amount- 
| ed to 2,614 units, according to regis- 
tration figures releagfed by Might 
Directories, Ltd., of this city, cover- 
ing the five eastern provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, 


| Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 


Island. Passenger car sales amount- 
ed to 1,959 and 655 commercial. 

Based on the above figures, sales 
for the month of October this year 
are down 50 per cent. for passenger 
cars and 37.5 per cent. for commer- 
cial cars. Sales of new cars and 
trucks in October, 1930, amounted to 
3,857 passenger and 1,045 commer- 
cial, as against this October's 1,959 
passenger and 655 commercial car 
sales. 

Sales of new passenger and com- 
mercial cars for the first ten months 
of this year totaled 54,107 passenger 
and 10,265 commercial, as against 
74.773 vassenger and 13,236 commer- 
cial for the same period in 1930. The 
decrease to date amounts to 20,666 
passenger and 2,971 commercial

Chicago, Nov. 23.—Following dis- 
cussions and_ deliberations that 
forced them to prolong their annual 
meeting here an extra day, dele- 
gates of the National Industrial 
Traffic League finally adopted, with 
revisions, the report of their special 
committee headed by R. C, Ful- 


bright, of Houston, Tex., outlining | 


the league’s stand on the subject of 
motor truck vs. railroad transport. 

The declaration of policy was in 
effect an answer to that made by 
railroad leaders a year 2go and will, 
it is stated, be the basis of the 


league’s own legislative campaign in | 


Congress. 

As finally approved, the report 
contains these significant principles: 

“The public is entitled to the 
benefit of the most economical and 
efficient means of transportation 
by any instrumentalities of trans- 
portation which may be Suited to 
Such purpose. 

“No legislation should be attempt- 
ed which has for its purpose the 
stifling of any legitimate form of 
transportation. 

“Efficient railroad transportation 
is essential to the commerce and 
welfare of the country as a whole, 
but this declaration does not mean

There a number of reascns 
given for this expectation of an in- 
crease in sales, but the fundamental 
on which the estimate actually rests 
is the large market for replacement 
units, Total registrations in this 
country for 1931 will probably show 
between 500,000 and 600.000 fewer 
motor vehicles in service than were 
being operated during 1930. This 
is the first time in the history of 
the industry that the number of 
vehicles in use has decreased from 
one year to another. It is held here 
that general business conditions 
have produced this situation and 
that any reasonable sign of revival 
will bring into the market a large 
number of people who will refuse to 
go without motor transportation be- 
yond an emergency period of in- 
come depression. 

Added to the normal replacement 
of units actually removed from 
service, manufacturers here believe 
that the new lines to be offered by 
most of the companies will be com- 
pelling sales arguments in them- 
selves, The new cars will offer per- 
formance factors that will appeal to 
buyers, they will offer greater 
beauty of design and body work and 
in most cases prices will be even 
lower than before. 

On the basis of a 20 to 25 per 
cent. increase in sales, production 
in 1932 will reach a minimum of 3,- 
000,000 vehicle units, Compared 
with the average production for the 
five years from 1926 to 1930 inclu- 
sive, the estimate for 1932 is mod- 
est. The average output over the 
five-year period was 4,350,000 vehi- 
cle units.

Miller Predicts Upswing 
In Business in Radio Talk 


HICAGO, Nov. 23.—A_ definite 

upswing in general business has 
been noted in the past few weeks, 
occasioned to a large degree by a 
decided return of confidence, L. A. 
Miller, president of the Willys- 
Overland Company, Toledo, and 
member of the board of directors 
of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, declared in an 
address here last night in a na- 
tional radio broadcast over a coast- 
to-coast hook-up in which he out- 
lined the part that the automobile 
industry would play in the return | 
of normal business. 

“The automobile industry as a 
whole has been working unselfishly | 
to aid in the improvement of gen- 
eral business and to place its own 
affairs on a higher plane by better 
policies,” Mr. Miller said. “Suecess 
in these directions has already cre- 
ated a more friendly and co-oper- 
ative spirit on the part of bankers | 
and dealers who are most directly 


and vitally interested. There has 
been a very definite upswing in 
general business during the past 


few wecks, largely inspired, I think, 
by a decided return of confidence. 
Practically all automobile manufac- 
turers have developed programs 
that will go far toward speeding 
economic recovery. 

“Vast sums will be expended by 


automobile companies during the 
next three or four months to direct 
attention to the merits of their 
product, setting an example of busi- 
ness faith and courage. Normal 
buying of automobiles, trucks, parts 
and accessories to meet actual trans- 


far toward the restoration of good 
business of every kind, That, sup- 
plemented by the splendid efforts 
of our government along financial 
lines, both at home and abroad, will 
insure a return of prosperity with- 
out inflation, which is the only true 
and lasting prosperity. 

“Bankers and manufacturers par- 
ticularly have a great responsibility 
Those who refuse to meet that re- 
sponsibility certainly are taking a 
most traitorous attitude toward our 
country and its people. Those citi- 
zens who have the ability to satisty 
their needs, yet refuse, are delaying 
the return of normal business and 


responsibilities. If all our people 
determine to meet their responsi- 
bilities, 1931 will witness the end of 
the present depression. By aiding 
in the relief of those less fortunate, 
we shall create in ourselves an atti- 
tude of mind that will quickly dis- 
pel all gloom and fear.”

Saginaw, Mich., Nov. 23.—An in- 
crease of 7,000 tons in the Malle- 
able iron foundry’s production next 
year was predicted by David O. 
Thomas, general manager of the 
Saginaw Malleable Iron division of 
General Motors in a talk before the 
Rotary Club recently. 

Mr. Thomas said that the Saginaw 
foundry’s production in 1930 was 
larger than in 1929 and this year’s 
production will be nearly 10,000 tons 
greater than in 1930. He stated that 
his foundry produces 13.6 per cent. 
of all malleable castings manufac- 
tured by the 129 foundries in the 
country. The Saginaw plant is op- 
erating six days a week.

Companies, held recently in Chicago, Robert P. Bab- 
cock, a New York banker, paid a high compliment to the 
way in which the finance organizations are conducting their 
business. As a matter of fact, he emphasized the fact that 
finance paper conforms to all reasonable rules and advo- 
cated its eligibility to rediscount by Federal Reserve banks. 
That an official of a national bank should take this 
stana effectively calls attention to the remarkable manner 
in which our credit system has weathered the storms of the

past two years. 

When the depression first reared its unseemly conte- 
nance there were many economists who saw disaster ahead. 
Wait until our pyramided credit begins to topple, said these 
prophets of evid, and then see what happens. They pointed 
with especial unction to the mass of automobile financing and 
predicted dire happenings. 

As a matter of fact, nothing untoward has occurred. 
Repossessions of motor vehicles have increased in the past 
two years, but only to a fractional percentage. There has 
been no collapse of a house of credit cards. The ratio of 
credit sales to cash purchases has not increased since the 
depression began. 

And all of this is due to the fact that the finance com- 
panies did not permit themselves to be stampeded into hasty 
and dangerous actions. There has been no lengthening of 
credit terms to induce unwise buying. The business of sell- 
ing on credit has been held to conservative operations. 

No one can doubt that credit buying will be an even 
more important factor in our economic life when prosperity 


returns. It has proved its worth in times of stress and will 
be developed still further with our return to economic 
normalcy. 


Mr. Babcock in winding up his talk to the finance men 
said: “Installment selling is here to stay. It is on a sound 
basis and its contribution to our national life is essential to 
the contentment of the people.” That pretty accurately 
states the case: 


Mergers in the Truck Field? 


NLESS we are very much mistaken, the not distant 
future is likely to see some interesting mergers among 
companies manufacturing lines of motor trucks. In this 
field there are many companies which do a small but profit- 
able business, some of them on a local, others on a national 
or, at any rate, sectional basis. 

In many cases it would be possible to effect far-reach- 
ing economies and improvements in operation by uniting 
two or more of these local concerns in a single industrial 
unit. Obviously buying operations would be greatly simpli- 
fied and important economies could be brought about by 
uniting the volume of purchases from several of these small 
units. 

It would be possible to maintain a single engineering 
department to care for the development needs of such con- 
cerns. Economy in this department could be used to improve 
the service and in the ultimate analysis the product of the 
united companies. 

The sales angle has no less possibilities. By amalga- 
mating the sales activities of several companies, not only 
would the dealer representation be increased but economies 
in operation could be effected. 

The motor truck manufacturing field is in for a con- 
siderable change. During the period of depression, truck 
sales have held extremely well. More and more of the coun- 
try’s commercial] hauling is being done by motor truck. And 
the development is still full of possibilities. The growing 
rewards in commercial vehicle manufacture make interest- 
ing changes in this branch of the industry inevitable, mergers 

among makers being one of them.

This arrangement will be of 
especial value after daylight hours, 
and applies to that more than dur- 
ing daylight.

Lubrication Problems by 
Manufacturer in Field 


FUBING the transportation meet- 

ing of the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers in Washington, A. J. 
Scaife of the White Company, and 
president elect of the S. A. E., read 
a paper on chassis lubrication. This 
effort aroused widespread interest. 
It was discussed at the time by the 
engineers present at the meeting, 
and is still being discussed by letter. 
The following discussion of this 
paper was forwarded to Automotive 
Daily News by Cornelius Myer of the 
Chassis Lubricating Company, whose 


view is that of one close to the 
problem. 
In his paper Mr. Scaife draws 


thcse conclusions: 

1, The present method of chassis 
lubrication is not satisfactory to 
users of motor equipment, and indi- 
viduals are trying to solve the prob- 
lems in their own way by writing 
specifications. 

2. We do not all agree 
method, but we do as to need.

3. We have been trying to correct | 


faulty design with different kinds of 
oils and greases—working on the ef- 
fect instead of the cause. 

4. So many kinds of special lubri- 


cants are now called for in manu-| 


turers’ instruction books that it is a 
very complicated and expensive pro- 
gram to follow—three or four lubri- 
cants should suffice. 

Under chassis lubrication he in- 
cludes the lubrication of engines, 
transmissions, rear axles and possi- 
bly steering gears. These units are 
not usually considered a part of 
chassis lubrication, Their problems 
are in fields by themselves, and ar2 
being solved with good results by an 
accepted line of lubricants with sim- 
ple and cheap servicing equipment. 

The main troubles with which 
operators have to contend relate 
to that group of small but im- 
portant bearings generally lubri- 
cated through a grease plug by in- 
termittent high-pressure injection. 
While it is quite likely that a com- 
mon lubricant can be used for this 
group and for some or all of the 
units mentioned in the previous 
paragraph, it will simplify the prob- 
lem if we first analyze the case of 
the smaller bearings, and then ex- 
plore the possibility of reduction in 
the number of lubricants for the 
entire vehicle. 

Reviewing the development of the 
motor vehicle, we find that on early 
cars’ the spring-bolts, king-pins, 
rocker shafts, etc., were equipped 
with the crudest sort of grease cup 
or oil fitting—some spring-bolts and 
rocker shafts having no provision 
whatever for lubrication. Next we 


find various detail improvements in 
grease cup and oil fittings, but none 


onl very 


of th effective. 


| 








After many | 





years the various grease plugs now 
in general use were developed, and 
have become generally accepted as 
a means of “forcing” lubrication to 
these bearings. The appearance of 
grease coming out of a bearing has 
been mistaken for evidence of proper 
lubrication. 

The results of this method (ap- 
plied to hundreds of millions of 
bearings over a period of twelve or 
thirteen years) have been observed 
and finally evaluated by operators 
as very faulty. This is evidenced by 
the letters presented in Mr. Scaife’s 
paper and the conclusions he draws, 
which quite evidently find ample 
confirmation in his own experience. 
The junk piles throughout the land, 
and the miilions of ruined parts 
continuously going into the scrap 
bins in garages and service stations, 
bear mute and irrefutable testimony 
to the failure of pressure grease 
lubrication for chassis bearings. 


The system is wrong on three 
counts: 
1. Grease is part oil (the basic 


lubricant) and part something else. 
The something else hinders the 
spread of the oil and clogs grooves 
and passages, 

2. Dirt on the end of the grease 
fitting is forced into the bearing 
and passages every time the con- 
nector is applied. This means slow 
destruction, 

3. Grease cannot be forced to the 
contact side of the heavily loaded 
bearings that need it most, unless 
the load is removed from the bear- 
ing. In servicing operations this is 
not practical, so passages all lead to 
the unloaded side and the grease 
goes out through the clearance; 95 
per cent. to 98 per cent. of it does 
no lubricating at all. 

Playing on fallacious but appeal- 
ing theory that higher pressures 
were effective, special and expensive 
service apparatus has been manu- 
factured and widely sold. 

A patent situation has been de- 
veloped which has turned the 
marketing of fittings into a partial 
monopoly of the supply of greasc 
for the fittings. It has grown to 
huge proportions—the high pres- 
sure machines contributing large- 
ly to the waste of grease, because 
the higher the pressure the more 
grease is forced through and out 
of the bearing. 

What can be done? Mr. Scaife 
says we have been working on the 
effect instead of the cause; and 
that we have been trying to correct 
faulty bearing design with different 
kinds of lubricants. Why not there- 
fore go back and start at scratch?

COURT DECISION MAY 
ELIMINATE FREE BUS 
TERMINALS IN JERSEY 


Jersey City, N. J.. Nov. 23.—A de- 
cision of far-reaching importance in 
this state was handed down by 
Vice-Chancellor James F. Fielder 
Saturday, when he decided that 
neither city officials nor public 
utility commissions have any right 
to legalize a nuisance by the issue 
of license, 

He holds that possession of license 
or permit to operate a bus terminal 
upon public streets does not give 
bus operators the right to maintain 
such a terminal if its maintenance 
interferes or trespasses upon the 
rights of property owners. The 
court has granted writ of injunction 
to eliminate the terminal now main- 
tained by the Lafayette and Green- 
ville bus lines at Ocean Avenue and 
Seaview. 

The injunction shall not operate 
for ninety days, however, giving the 
bus owners this period of time in 
which to establish a new terminal. 

If this decision stands, it will be 
authority for action by property 
owners anywhere in New Jersey to 
obtain injunctive relief against 
establishment of bus terminals any- 


where to the inconvenience and 
annoyance of adjacent property 
holders. It would apply as well to

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Portable Hardness Tester 
From R. Y. Ferner Company

The R. Y. Ferner Company, 1129 
Investment Building, Washington, 
D. C., is placing on the market in 
the United States and Canada a 
new type of hardness tester which 
uses the principle of a falling pen- 
dulum, This instrument has the 
advantage of being portable, so that 
it can be taken to the work and 
avoid the necessity of taking all the 
pieces to be tested to the apparatus. 

Tests with this instrument, which 
is called the Duroskop, can, more- 
over, be made very rapidly, since 
the entire procedure consists of 
holding the Duroskop against the 
piece to be tested and pressing a 
button on the back of the case, 
which releases the pendulum to al- 
jow it to fall. The pendulum strikes 
through a hole in the edge of the 
case against the workpiece and, in 
rebounding according to the hard- 
ness of the piece, it carries with it 
a light pointer which remains at 
the highest point on the scale to 
which the pendulum rises. 

The pointer, which is pivoted at 
the center of the arc of the scale, 
is lightly prevented from shifting 
by a wire stretched across the 
pointer, which presses down on the 
pointer slightly and causes it to rest 
also against the edge of the scale 
over which is moves. 

When a reading has been made 
with the instrument the pendulum 
is readily restored to its upper posi- 
tion by turning a spring-actuated 
lever. A leaf spring engages and 
holds the pendulum ready for the 
Next test. 

The pendulum, in being raised to 
this position, picks up and carries 
along the pointer to the upper end 
of the scale. The section of the 
Scale just beyond the 70-degree 
mark is bent upward, however, and

|can be quickly brought back to the 
zero position by a lever on the front 
of the instrument case. 

Crossed V-grooves in the edge of 
the instrument which is placed 
against the workpiece, permit set- 
ting it properly against cylindrical 


pieces in either a horizontal or 
vertical position. The instrument 
is, in fact, especially useful for 


checking case-hardened rollers. Ex- 
act adjustment of the instrument is 
easy with the aid of a built-in level 
on the top of the case. 


When necessary, the instrument 
can be placed on top of the work- 
piece and the pendulum is allowed 
to fall and strike the upper surface 
of the piece. The readings obtained 
in this way are smaller than when 
the instrument is held against the 
Side of the workpiece, but they can 
be related to the usual readings by 
means of a curve. 


The deviation of the apparatus 
is at most only .5 of a degree, so 
that, from test results deviating 
slightly on different pieces, the dif- 
ferent quality of the material in the 
pieces can be decided correctly. 

The Duroskop has the distinct ad- 
vantage in not marring at all the 
surface of the piece being tested. It 
usually requires the use of a hand 
glass to detect the point at which 
the blow was struck. Because of 
this it can be used for the test 
of ceramics as well as metals. It 
has also been found very useful in 
testing rubber products, linoleum, 
paper board, vulcanized fiber, roof 
tiles, graphite, concrete pipe, wood, 
ete, 

The instrument is complete in it- 
self, having no gadgets to be car- 
ried about and attached. It weighs 
less than thirteen ounces, and is 
4%, inches square and 114 inches 
thick, so that it will easily slip in 
one’s coat pocket. It is supplied in 
a handsome polished wood case.

SOLD IN METAL BOXES 


The Peck Spring Company of 
Plainville, Conn., is now marketing 
its Peck valve cores in metal boxes, 
containing 250, 500 and 1,000 cores 
respectively.

‘THE following paper, read before 
a recent meeting of the Pitts- 
burgh section of the S. A, E., by

It is difficult for one who is not 
constantly working with these prob- 
lems to appreciate the very minute 
quantities of oil which are involved 
in a so-called bad oil pumping en- 
gine. The figures in the following 
example furnish interesting facts 
worthy of consideration: In an 
eight-cylinder motor that consumes 
a gallon of oil per 100 miles at 3,000 
revolutions per minute, which cor- 
responds to an average car speed of 
sixty miles an hour, the quantity of 
oil consumed per cylinder per stroke 
is approximately 1-10,000th of a 
cubic inch. If this quantity of oil 
was spread evenly over the surface 
of a cylinder having a 34-inch bore 
and a 5-inch stroke the thickness of 
such a film would be approximately

cient lubrication, to deposit on the

With these major causes affecting, 
oil pumping, there are many causes, 
less important contributing their 
effect to the final result. A very, 
serious offender is the alignment of 
connecting rocs. It is quite obvious 
that a connecting rod out of correct 
alignment will only tend to cock the 
piston in the cylinder, and, as ex- 
plained before, carry the rings in a 
plane which is not at right angles 
to the center line of the cylinder 
bore. This has a very decided ten- 
dency to unseat the piston rings 
from the cylinder wall, and is al- 
ways a serious contributor to both 
blow-by and oil pumping. 

Loose crank shaft bearings, both 
main and connecting rods, also 
serve to discharge more than the 
normal quantity of oil to the cyJin- 
ders, and in many cases the quan- 
tity of oil so delivered to the cy!in- 
der is greater than can be con- 
trolled by any normal piston and 
ring combination. 

The following statement may 
seem strange, but all the oil con- 
sumed in an oil-pumping motor is 
not always discharged into the 
combustion chambers. It is a known 
fact that in many cases a consid- 
erable quantity of oil is _ lost 
through either, or both, the front 
or rear main bearings, and such 
j losses fool the most observing me- 
chanics and drivers. Oil lost at 
these points is usually only dis- 
charged when the motor is in oper- 
ation and many times only at 
higher driving speed. It is only pos- 
sible to check such losses through 
observations made when the motor 
is operating at considerable speed. 





These oilers can be piped to a 
central filling point (in some 7,500 
chassis these oilers were piped to 
the engine, or they can be piped in 
convenient groups. This, however, 
subjects individual bearings to an 
inherent defect of a central system, 
as pressure will not build up and 
free a temporarily clogged bearing 
if it can escape through those bear- 
ings which are free. 

It would seem quite possible to get 
a grease that will serve wheel bear- 
ings and water pump, especially if 
the water-pump gland is made deep 
enough and better packing is used. 
In the latter case a magazine oiler 
will take care of the water pump if 
the details are right. 

If transmission and rear axle are 
to be considered as chassis bearings, 
is there any reason, as far as lubri- 
cant is concerned, why they could 
not be grouped with the steering- 
gearing housing and universal joints 
(where it is high time that oil-tight 
closures be furnished) ? 

One very careful truck operator 
with long experience has used engine 
oil in transmissions and rear axles 
for stretches up to 150,000 miles. 
Another has been using the same 
practice over 20,000 to 35,000 mile 
stretches with good results. An- 
other operator is lubricating steering 
gears with magazine oil. Then the 
complete vehicle could be served with 
four lubricants: 

Engine oil. 

Magazine oil. 

Wheel grease. 

Transmission lubricant. 

As a matter of fact, the Railway 
Express Agency is now equipping 
all its trucks with Myers’ magazine 
oilers and operating on this lubri- 
cant schedule. 

It would seem therefore that most 
of the problems of lubrication are 
now in a fair way of being solved 
by operators using the Myers’ maga-
